which I ihould have looked upon as folved, could 
fuch an one have been difcemed in a right fituation. 
But here I beg to refer myfelf to the judgment of 
this Societyonly fhall obferve, the two gaps we 
faw were dire&ly interpos’d between the fun and 
their refpe&ive ftreaks.
